The revelations of God given in these days make plainly manifest that,

shortly after the fall, the Lord himself preached the Gospel unto Adam, that

the Hebrews lost the purity of the faith, corrupted its principles by infusing 
therein idolatrous Egyptian ideas and ceremonies, and owing to their miserable 
condition in this oppressive bondage, fell into gross ignorance. But in the 


day of their mighty deliverance from Egypt, the Gospel was again. manifested 


to them in the power of its holiness by the Lord himself. St. Paul, in writing 
to the Hebrews, says, For unto us was the Gospel preaehed as well as unto 
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them”—the Israelites in the wilderness—“‘ but the word did not profit them, not 
being mixed with faith in them that heard it.” He also writes to the Corinth- 
ians, ““ Moreover, brethren, I would not that ye should be ignorant, how that 
all our fathers were under the cloud and all passed through the sea; and were, 
all baptized unto Moses in the cloud and in the sea; and did all eat of the 
same spiritual meat ; and did all drink of the same spiritual drink ; for they 
drank of that spiritual Rock that followed them ; and that rock was Christ.” 
Or in the words of modern revelation, where we are told that Moses ‘‘ sought 
diligently to sanctify his people that they might behold the face of God ; but 
they hardened their hearts and could not endure his presence, therefore the 
Lord in his wrath (for his anger was kindled against them,) swore that they 
should not enter into his rest while in the wilderness, which rest is the fulness 
of his glory. Therefore he took Moses out of their midst, and the holy Priest- 
hood also; and the lesser Priesthood continued, which Priesthood holdeth the 
key of the ministering of angels and the preparatory Gospel, which Gospel is 
the Gospel of repentance and of baptism, and the remission of sins and the 
law of carnal commandments, which the Lord in his wrath caused to continue 
with the house of Aaron among the children of Israel until: Joha, whom God 
raised up, being filled with the Holy Ghost from his mother’s womb.” 

We have occasional glimpses in the Old Testament, that from this time 
onward the Gospel was partly understood by a few of the people of Israel, 
and men of great faith and mighty power with God were from time to time 
raised up to warn the masses of the results of their repeated departures from 
that preparatory Gospel which still remained with them, and to teach them 
the principles of eternal truth, so far as God gave them authority 80 to do. 
In the Old Testament we have but few details of these teachings, but in the 
Book of Mormon they are recorded in great plainness. Lehi, Nephi, King 
Benjamin, Alma, Samuel and others bore direct and unequivocal testimony of 
the coming of the Redeemer, and of the eternal unchangeableness of the plan of 
redemption. With what minuteness did Lehi, the father of Nephi, speak of 
the advent of the Messiah. Nephi records that his father prophesied that six 
hundred years from the time they left. Jerusalem a Prophet would God raise 
up among the Jews, even a Messiah; or, in other words, a Savior of the 
world. And he also spake concerning the Prophets, how great a number had 
‘testified of these things, concerning this Messiah, of whom he had spoken, or 
‘this Redeemer of the world. Wherefore all mankind were in a lost or fallen 
state, and ever would be, save they should rely on this Redeemer.” Lebi 
continued his prophecy by foretelling the coming of John the Baptist, of his 
baptizing the Savior, of the crucifixion of the Messiah by the Jews, and of 
many other events connected with the rise of the Church of God in that dis- 
pensation. This brightness of the faith in a coming Messiah was ofttimes 
dimmed in the hearts of the Nephites by their many transgressions of the laws 
of heaven, but it was never entirely darkened, In the days of the Prophets, 
father and son, who bore the name of Alma, the Gospel was preached far and 
wide by themselves and other zealous servants of the Lord, and they 
preached the word, and the truth, according to the spirit of prophecy and 
‘Tevelation ; and they preached after the holy order of God by which they 
To show How thoroughly the plan of salvation was understood by the ancient 
Prophets amongst the Nephites, we do not know that we can do better than 


* 
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conclude this article by quoting some of the words of Alma to his son Corian- 
ton, ‘‘And now, my son, I would say somewhat unto you concerning the 
coming of Christ. Behold, I say unto you, that it is he that surely shall 
come, to take away the sins of the world; yea, he cometh to declare glad 
tidings of salvation unto his people. And now, my son, this was the ministry 
~ unto which ye were called, to declare these glad tidings unto this people, to 
prepare their minds ; or rather that salvation might come unto them, that 
they may prepare the minds of their children to hear the word at the time of 
his coming. And now I will ease your mind somewhat on this subject, Behold 
you marvel why these things should be known so long beforehand. Bebold, 
I say unto you, is not a soul at this time as precious unto God, as a soul will 
be at the time of his coming? Is it not necessary that the plan of redemption 
should be made known unto. this people as well as unto their children! Is it 
not as easy at this time, for the Lord to send his angel to declare these glad 
tidings unto us as unto our children; or as after the time of his coming ?”

The Missouri Republican of the 24th instant (June) has an editorial article 
headed Mormon women to Vote,” in which, among other things, it says the 
‘Gentiles in Utah have no policy but opposition to the Mormons. It thinks 
the latter have stolen a march on their political antagonists in giving to eve 
‘woman, native or foreign born, the right to vote six months after her arriv 
in the Territory, provided she be wife, widow, or daughter of a native born or 
naturalized citizen; for it says, as many of the ‘‘ Mormons” have mare than one 
wife and most of the Gentiles none, it doubles the power of the Mormons” at 
the polls. The Republican says the Gentiles are preparing to test the consti- 
tutionality of the law giving the suffrage to women in Utah, but it is of the 
opinion that the attempt will fail; for it says that the constitution of the 
State of Missouri allows aliens to vote if they have declared their intentions, 
and the constitutionality of this provision has never been disputed.

The 
whole city is watered from the pure mountain streams; the water flowing along each 
street gutter, and when needed for irrigating purposes, into each owner’s lot. Not- 
withstanding the natural aridity of this section, by this admirable water arrangement 
the finest and most productive gardens are to be found in Salt Lake. Nearly or quite 
all the farms in the valley are irrigated from the mountains aod made to yield the 
finest crops, In short, all things” in Utah are thoroughly utilized.” —Brownsville 
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
